DISCOURSE 
TA N GE R. 


SIR, 


ANGER ({( of which you command 
an Account ) was of old ſo various in 
her fortunes, that Hiſtory ſcarce knows 

F in what ſhape todraw her Picture, And 
whether it bappen from the early and 

frequent change of her1-habitants,or from the want of 
Records, or from her own great Antiquity, Hiſtorians 
ſeem ata ſtand to give a clear account of herGemealogie. 
Procopins Ceſarienſis derives her Pedigree from the 
Pheniciens , aſcribing to that antient People the Ho- 
nour of her foundation. But that inquititive Anti- 
quary had no ſurer ground for this Conjecture, than 
the two ſuſpeCted Pillars, found out not far from Tax- 
ger , Which 1n Phenician CharaGters are ſaid to have 
an Inſcription to this purpole : No ſugimns 4 facie 
oſue filii Nave. Others again are of opinion that the 
Pay of Phyt, the Son of Cham, were the firlt In- 
B habitants 
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habitants of this City and Country, becauſe there is a 
River (till bearing that name. 

+ Butnot to ſpend time in Conjectures about her Ori- 
ginal; When Rome was famous for Conqueſts, and 
Mauritania was brought under her yoak, Ti»gis ( now 
Tanger ) was thought worthy to give the name to 
Mauritania Tingitana : And under the Romans was 
of ſo great eſteem, that Claudizs made her a Colony, 
calling it TraduGa Julia, When this City had the 
happineſs to become Chriſtian, it was made a Biſhops 
See. And weread of one Marce/x, caſting away his 
military Girdle for the ſake of Religion, here ſuffer'd 
Martyrdom in the time of Diocleſtan. 

But the glory of this antient City began at length to 
decline with the Roman Greatneſs, and to languith like 
many other limbs of that over-grown Empire. For 
when the Vandals broke into Barbary, Tanger became 
their (lave, and endured their cruel Tyranny, till that 
great Captain Beliſar:#s forc'd them thence, and reſto- 
red it to Juſtinian. In which happineſs ſhe remained 
till 0/224 the third, Caliph of the Saracens, conque- 
ring Barbary, took her from the Romany, and added her 
to the Kingdom of Fez. 

Under this ſad change both of Government and 
Religion , Tanger continued, uatil A/phorſo redeem'd 
her out of the hands of thoſe unjuſt Poſlcflors, peo. 
pled her again with Chriſtians, and made her the Stage 
of many heroick Actions : his Incurſtons into the neigh- 
bouring Country were little Congueſts , frequently 
baffling the Moors, and [o long ſpoiling their Flocks 
and Herds, till at laſt enraged by ſuch continual plun- 
ders, they raiſed a numerous Army, and with thirty fix 
Guns ( as ſome report ) advance to beſtege Taxger , 
but were violently repulſed, ſay ſome; others ſay, fairly 

treated 
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treated off by the Portugnezes : In whoſe poſſethion (to 
the envy and anger of Spair ) Tanger continued, till 
it became Engliſh. The circumſtances of which Al- 
teration are ſo well known, that it were ſuperfluous to 
relate them. 

The Earl of Peterborough ( her firſt Engliſh Gover- 
nour ): after ſome eaſie oppoſitions, having taken pol- 
ſeſſion of Targer , met with difficulties on all hands : 
The Moors grew jealous of their new Neighbours, 
chiefly becauſe they were more numerous than their 
old, and their valour more renown'd. Gayland (chict 
Governour of the aJjacent Country ) though at firſt 
he entertain'd the Earl with overtures of Peace, yet 
he took all occaſions to try the Engliſh metal, Several 
times he encountred,and overcame ſome of our unwary 
parties which gave no leſs diſcouragement to ours,than 
heart to his own Souldiers. But to ſhew how things 
thrived under that Noble Perſonage the E.of P.is not the 
deſigne of this Paper. But yet the face of affairs was 
not of the beſt complexion, if you will believe a Let- 
ter at that time writ to England, telling us, That the 
Souldiers were eaten up of wants, cowed with their 
frequent misfortunes, poſſeſſed with an opinion the 
Moor was invincible : that nothing was fo terrible to 
them as an Alheic and Cymiter : that the Gates had 
been for a long time lockt up, ec. Victuals, Clothes, 
&*c. ſcarce, and even not to be had, ec. But what 
relates to the firſt condition of Tanger , upon its be- 
coming Engliſh, I leave you to collect out of the Nar- 
rative ( youdeſire ) of the Earl of Tiveot; in which, 
if I exceed the Laws of Lettering, your command is 
my Apology. 

The Earl of Tiveot, upon the leaving of Dunkirk, 
where he had been Governour , was by his Majeſty 
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appointed .to-go.in the ſame Charafter to Targer ; 
where he arrived Maythe firſt, 1663, and forgetting 
the weafiſomneſs of a tedious Voyage, and waving the 
Ceremotig of Reception, the afternoon. of his arrival 
he ſpent ih viewing the ſtores of Proviſions. How he 
found them, need not be mentioned ; for the hungry 
looks of the Souldiers, and their exclamations for Pi»ch- 
gut-money (that was the word.) declared, that Tan- 
ger for a long time had kept a niggardly houſe 3 and 
that either her Plenty or Liberality had been but lit- 
tle. 

But the provident Earl(remembring how the Heduans 
negligence to bring in Corn for the relief of the Ro- 
man Army, had like to have colt Ceſar his fortunes a- 
gainſt the Helvetians) had made preventions of the 
like miſchief; and ſo ordered thiags, that Targey 
ſhould (till be provided with ſuch conſiderable abun- 
dance, as that an ordinary accident ſhould not reduce 
her to want, Which careful foreſight nothing could 
hinder from being eff-&ual, but the negligence of the 
Vifuallers. I examine not the (tate of other Stores. ; 
yet however he found them, his care was to make them 
rich. And other Commodities which were ſcarce. to 
be purchaſed at any rate, were within a_ ſhort ſpace 
after his arrival to be had at very conſiderable prices, 

Every day. brought the Earl new troubles; and the 
more he conſiderd, the more he apprehended the 
hardſhips of his New Province. ; which made him often 
proteſt, That if he had foreſeen what he was to en- 
counter, nothing but the Command of his Prizce could 
have obliged him toan undertaking wherein he was to 
wear out the remains of his ſtrength and age in that 
thankleſs Office, the mending of faults. 

He that has ſeen what difficulties accompany the 
reſtau. 
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reſtauration of a body to ſtrength, and to ſecure it 
from relapſing, after ſome emacerating diſeafe has re- 
duced it to a ſort of breathing Skeleton; how every 
ſtone muſt be cut and meaſured, hewn and poliſhr, 
that goes to mend thoſe decays of Nature ; and how 
at la(t any little miſtake may pull down what haz ſo 
long been a-patching ; he may by ſome faint refem- 
blance be able to conjecture how much watchfulneſs 
and induſtry was neceſſary to recover the health of a 
body Military, whoſe belly was ſhrivel'd with hunger, 
hands naſty with 1dleneſs, and whoſe very heart was 
broken with ill ſucceſs. Beſides, who knows not but 
that after-games in Comrage, are as dangerous as thoſe in 
Reputation £ 

Such was the condition- of Targer, that it would 
ſcarce admit of conſultation ; ſomething was inſtantly 
to be done, And the Earl,who had Tack Time for his 
Motto, would not ſuffer a minute thereof to flip 
through his fingers, or the leaſt opportunity to be 
eaten up of delay, Dangers appeared on al] hands 3 
nought heard of but Arakimsz and ſome, either to 
diſſemble their own Cowardiſe, or to diſhearten the 
preſent Undertaking, as likely to diſparage former pro- 
ceedtngs, preach'd up the Myors Valour as uncontrou- 
lable, and that their can”ing was beyond defeat. O- 
thers, who rather wiſht the Earl's ſafety than his ho- 
our, and loved Tiveot better than the General, (trongly 
diſlwaded him from- going out of the Gates : And 
others again propheſied his coming ſhort home, if he 
ventured far abroad: Moſt thought the City in no fe- 
curity but onder Lock and Key ; and as men fallen in 
love with their priſon, nothing by them ſeemed fo 
much feared as enlargement. 


The Earl gave every (tory the patience of his ear, 
and 


- 
and without betraying the lealt token of daring confi- 
dence, or drooping deſpair, he began gently to compoſe 
the affairs of the Garriſon, Firſt he viewed the num- 
ber of his Forces, which with 40< Recruits brought 
with him, would not amount to the number which 
the Myſter-rol/s had promifed in England. A thing 
that colt the Earl no ſmall reſentment, who kaew the 
dangers of falſe Muſters, eſpecially where there was no 
Fortifications but Men. 

The fecond day after his arrival, he reduced the 
Iriſh Regiments into one, and touk care to tranſport 
the Retormed, having firſt diſcharged their Arrears : 
His next aft of Juſtice ( for the former was no leſs to 
his Majeſty's ſervice ) he open'd the City-gates, and 
in perſon af alone took a view of the ground next the 
Walls, marking the beſt Graſs for Hiy, and the fitteſt 
places to efiay a Fortification : whence he return'd 
ſafe with this intelligence, That nothing but Sweat and 
Bloud was to water his Lanrels ; that he was to pro- 
ceed with the i-duſtry of the Ox, and not with the 
force of the Lion. The Horſe he commanded out to 
forage 3 ſetting others to mow and make Hay ; where- 
by the want of that proviſion was quickly well ſup. 
plied, and alſo many places made bare, which by tall. 
neſs of the Graſs made them more convenient for the 
Enemies Ambuſh, 

The fourth day after his arrival, having reduced the 
Engliſh Foot to one Regiment, he marcht them out of 
the Gates, 

Upon the fifth, being Tueſday ( a day a»/piciows to 
the Earl, and ſolexzx to his entrance upon any conſi- 
derable affair ) he began a little Redoubt in a place 
where the Enemy uſed to lay their Ambuſh, and from 
whence they might command ſome part of the _ 

alls, 
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Walls. This Redoubt proceeded ſo well, that within 
few days it was finiſhed , with Lines and Trenches, 
In the mean time the Earl in perſon every night laid 
Perdues to prevent Surpriſals z 1t being the Moors cu- 
ſtom to plant their Ambuſcade a little before day. And 
now began the Garriſon to expreſs their reſolution and 
courage in undergoing the difficulties and hardſhips 
of Military Diſcipline, not fainting under the tedious 
travels which attend great and warlike deſigns, until 
the Earl had finiſhed five Redoubts, and forced Gay- 
land into a Iruce. 

The Roman Empire (ſaith Appian ) was raiſed to 
its greatneſs, not by fortune, or good luck, but by 
Valour, patience of want and hard{hip: And Tanger 
could not have arrived at that State in which Tiveot left 
it, but by Sweat and Watchfulneſs, without yielding 
to danger, or giving place to Eale. The generous di- 
ligence of his Officers and others, did much alleviate 
the Earl's Travels : for they diſputed not his Orders, 
but even ſeem'd to flatter him in an emulous execu- 
tion of his Commands, ever praiſing their happineſs to 
ſerve under a General, who wanted neither Wiſdom 
nor Juſtice, to valae and reward their Merits. 

1he firſt Redoubt being finiſhed, about the 7th of 
June, the Earl laid the foundation of a ſecond, more 
conſiderable for Size, Scituation, and Strength, than 
the former. In the building of this, he was dayly in- 
terrupted by the Moors, who mceting in Parties, gave 
continual Alarms. And it conduced not a little to 
the Earls ſucceſs in theſe firſt Eilays, that Gayland was 
marcht ( with the main Body of his Army ) againſt 
Saly, which as yet was under the command of Abdals 
Ebn Mahnmed Ebn Abebeker, vulgarly called the $4irt. 
But being adviſed of what was doing in the Fields of 
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Tanger, Gayland marcht back in. great haſte, and with 
all the Forces he could raiſe, advanced toward the 
Earl, who upon Juze 15. was huckily informed there- 
of by a Negro; who running away from Gaylard, 
made Targer his Sanctuary, The Negro's Tydings of 
Gayland's being in the neighbouring Woods and Val- 
lies with his whole Army, was the next day confirm'd 
by another Moor. Whereupon the General order'd 
his affairs accordingly, and put- himſelf in ſuch a po- 
ſiure as he judg'd fitteſt to receive an Enemy, whom 
ſucceſs had made. confident and hardy, 

The next morning, being Sunday, the Earl ( contra- 
ry to his cuſtom ) ſtay'd from Church, in expe&ation 
of the Moors + But that ſubtle wary people would not 
raiſe their Ambuſhes, laid cloſe go-our Lines, till they 
ſaw our Reſerves drawn off, Nor was this done, till 
a Party of Horſe had firſt diſcover'd the Ground ; 
which returning, confidently affirm'd, No Enemy was 
within two miles of the City, The Earl ( truſting the 
Report ) about midday retired to the upper Caſtle; 
where he was no ſooner enter'd, but' the Moors, ſwift 
and ſudden as Lightning, were fallen upon our out- 
Guards, and begun to ſtorm Pole-fort, then but half 
-builtz but it was ſo bravely detended with Hand- 
Granadoes, that the Moors were ſoon forced to for- 
ſake their Attempt. The ground about the ſaid Fort, 
and the ſeveral Avenues, were thick ſown with Gal- 
trapsz a Grain which ſeem'd the more ſtrange to the 
ſhooleſs Moors, in that they reapt it with their feet, 
The Granaeoes and Galtraps ſo cool'd their impetu- 
ouſneſs, that they were wary for the future how they 
came near the Forts and Lines, In this firſt Engage- 
ment with the Earl, the Enemy expreſs'd great Reſo- 
lution and Courage. One of them (a {tout brave 
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fellow) purſaed ſome of the Ergl;h to within forty 
paces of the Gate, and had not ('tis Itke) ſtaid there, 
if not ſtopt by Death. The General would very glad- 
ly have taken him alive , to know of him what opiai- 
on or fate made him ſo deſperate, as to throw himſelf 
into dangers, which in humane reaſon he could nor 
hope to overcome. 

The Moors being driven from their Atracque of the 
Fort, poſleſſed themſelves of the Lines : fixing there- 
on three Colours, which according to their Military 
Laws , their Souldiers were bound to defend. The 
Earl with ſeveral Officers and Reformaces pretled 
them out of the Trenches, and with ſuch excelleat 
Condutt managed the Di/pte, that in two hours not 
one of the Enemy could be met wth. Few Engliſh 
were this day killed or wounded, but in razning away. 
And the Moors being very careful to carry cft their 
{lain,left but ſeventecn behind chem, The fight being 
caded, as too violent to laſt long,the Earl took this oc. 
caſion to ſalute Gayland with the following Letter in 


Spaniſh. 


To the molt Excellent Ci4i Hamet EI Chader Ebu Als 
Gayland, Governour oft Arzil/a, Alcuzar,tetnan,8<cC. 
whom God prelcrve. 


HE King of England, my aſter, having honou- 

red me with the Government of this place, IT ho- 

ped for no leſs Conrteſte from your Excellency, than you 

ſed to my Predeceſſour. But inſtead of giving me the 

Parabien, you have diſturbed my hour of Eating, which 

according to your own Cuſtoms,onght to be ſccurcd from 
Viſits, 

Tet natwithit.andiwe what is paſt, if your ExcePency 
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znclineto @ better Correſpondence, either by Peace or 
War, you ſhall find me no leſs inclin'd. 

Valuing my ſelf upon. the Laws of a Souldier, I will 
take care to bury thoſe of yours which you leſt dead in 
the field. Or if your Excellency pleaſe to inter them af- 
ter your own manner, you have leave to fetch them off. 
God preſerve your Excellency the many years I deſire, 

Tanger the 14th of June, 1663. 


This Letter was kindly received by Gayland,and the 
next day anſwered in Sparſh, thus Tranilated. 


Received your Excellencies of the 14th Current,where- 
| in you complain T bave not given you the Welcome, 
But I knew not you were come into theſe parts : For per- 

ſons of your Quality and Chara@er, uſe firſt to give ng- 
tice of their coming; and not to diſpoſe of any thing 
in anothers Land, as your Excellency hath done in mine, 

I gave order to my Vaſſals, that, occaſion offering they 
ſhould give good Quarter to all belonging to your Excel- 
lency , as they did to the Souldier they took the other 
day; whom I charged ſhould be well Treated, 

As to your Correſpondence,T much eſteem itz and as to 
what has formerly paſs'd, it was the fault of the former 
Governour, 4s you may inform your ſelf. I expeted no 
leſs humanity from your Excellency than you ſhewed to- 
ward the Slain; for which I highly thank you. God 
grant your Excellency the years I deſire.

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The Earl received the Letter with good Reſpe& 5 
and having very Courteouſlly entertained the Me(len- 


ger, he diimiſled him with this Anſwer. 


VY ds I received your Excellencies Letter,by the 
hand of your Domeſticque, who brings back this. 
And if there has been any fault on my part, in not ob- 
ſerving the Rites of your Country, it was a ſin of igno- 
rance, for which your Excellency has ſufficiently cha- 
ſtized me. EN 

I much eſteem the good Quarter which your Excel+ 
lency commanded to be given my Souldier. If my for- 
tune give me the like occaſion , I will repay it with In- 
tereſt. 

As to a Peace and good Correſpondence between the 
King my Maſter and your Excellency, there wants no- 
thing but a diſpoſition on your Excellencies part to have 
it effeFed. And if your Excellency deſtre, I will jend 
you Perſons fit to Treat about it. God preſerve your Ex<- 
cellency many and happy years.

But theſe Overtures of Friend(hip pauſing a while, 
the Earl in the interim (with ſignal diligence) purſued 
the Building of Forts. The time he could ſpare from 
being in perſon at that work, he ſpent in ſetling and 
compoſing things belonging to the Town and Port, All 
emergent differences he decided according to their 
freſh Circumſtances; which he did with ſuch ſpeed, 
that Conteſts were as ſoon ended as known ; and 
with ſuch general ſatisfation , that none diſguſted his 
Deciſions, ſave ſome humourſome Palates, which could 
reliſh nothing but what they cooked themſelves. But 


the Earl was not much moved with ſuch Carriage 3 
C 2 though 
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though he would ſoon reſent their diſ-1ngenuity, whom 
he ſaw ready to contradict what was apparently jult , 
becauſe it ſuted not with their Gaprices. 

And ere I gofurther, give me leave to ſtep back to 
June the 5th, to acquaint you how at that time Two 
Meſſengers came from Saly , ſent by the Saint to con- 
gratulate the Earls coming to Targer,and tofollicite his 
aſſiſtance in relieving the Caſtle of Sealy, reduced to a 
want of all forts of Proviſions; and to ſettle a fair 
Correſpondence. One of theſe Meſſengers was a French 
Renegado, of a facetious humour, and quick appre- 
henſion ; the other a ſtrict zealous Moor, of a grave 
and reſerved Carriage, and of a very obliging Con- 
verſation. The ſucceſs of the Earl againſt their Ene- 
my Gayland, gave theſe Meſſengers cauſe of great joy. 
The ſerious Moor would often rebuke the Earl for ex- 
poſing his perſon to ſuch evident hazards, After ſe- 
veral days friendly Entertainment ; at their requeſt, he 
ſent them back in a Ship of his own, appointing ſeveral 
Gentlemen to wait upon them to the 8azzt ; To whom 
he madeſuch Preſents as he judged moſt ſujtable to his 
want, How much the $4it was delighted with the 
Earls generouſneſs, both toward his Embaſſadours and 
himſelf, you may perceive from this enſuing Letter, 
Engliſhed out of Arabique.

To the Mighty, Honourable, Glorious, and moſt'Ex- 
cellent Lord and Goveraour of Tarzer, the Earl 
Tiveot. 


0 D perpetuate your Excellencies Hononr and Glo- 
'- ry, and vouchſafe your perſeverance in Grandeur 
and Felicity. Happineſs unto you, and let the odours 
of a glorious Name continually breath out their fragran* 
cies, and let God continue and proſper both you and 
your Eſtate agreeable to your wiſhes. 

To adviſe us of your abundant love, and eſpecially 
generoſity, there came to ws the worthy Gentlemen your 
Servants in their Ship, with the Honourable Commuan- 
ders of it,the Conſul and the Captain; and they behaved 
themſelves amongſt us like Men, touching your cone 
mand which they obſerved, and accompliſhed our deſires 
according as we expeFed in the going forth of our Men, 
they returning home to 4 in health and ſafety; ſo that 
we now re-enjoy their company according to the beit of 
our wiſhes. And let Godin our jtead largelyreward and 
recompence you, who have ſo highly obliged us herein, 

Tour Meſſengers ſlaid with ws for ſome days, till we 
had performed ſome of their deſires ;, ſo that we ſend 
along with them two excellent Horſes , and of the beſt 
ſort that hath been in our time, one whereof was for 
our own Riding, and the other is of the ſame breed ; 
likewiſe forty good choice Beaſls, both Builr and Cows, 
and a flock of about fourſcore Sheep,as a Preſent to your 
Excelleney, which out of your Grace and Favour we de. 


irs 
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fire you would vouchſafe to accept from ws. For the de- 
ſerts and merits of your Honour, God alone can re- 
COMPence. 

Ive gave alſo to your Legates two ſpecial Horſes, and 

a few Cattle as the time permitted, and they likewiſe 
bought ſome Horſes as the time ſerved, and then depar« 
ted from us well contented. But we are always with 
you in that inviolable love and friendſhip , which ne- 
ther diſtance of place, nor length of time ſhall ever 
diſſolve. And as for our Country Batbary (blefled be 
God) al of it that is Loyal , and in Obedience to ws, 
whether Mountains, Plains, or Cities , you have free 
paſſage into them in Love and Friendſhip, to Converſe 
and Trade as you pleaſe, and to manage all your affairs. 
And this will be of great advantage unto u4,if it pleaſe 
God we live, and the General take the Caſtle of the 
Port-Town, and the Rebels return wholly to their Obedi- 
ence, and then you ſhall not apologize for ws, or excuſe 
us in any Service we can do you. But werequeſt you to 
excuſe us at preſent , as to thereſt of your deſires, being 
aſſured that we ceaſe not to encounter and fight thoſe 
Enemies which have broken Covenant with ws , that ſo 
they may ſhortly (if God pleaſe return to their Ale- 
g14nce. 

And we intreat you to grant our Servants the Inhabi- 
tants of the Port , your beſt aſſiſtance in what ever they 
ſhall need of your help and ſupply. And whatſoever of 
our Conſlorts ſhall come to you, we beſeech you not to be 
wanting in your care towards them. 

But the moſt earneſt and important buſineſs which con- 
cerns us to mention 10 you #,for a great Ship to lye at the 
Port between ws and the Enemy,on purpoſe to cut off all 
Relief by Shipping from the Enemy : and pray let it be 
haſtened,with its Fraught,Proviſcon,and all other neceſſa- 
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ries. This is our chief buſineſs, which we intreat you 
to accompliſh, according to our deſires. And any of 
your Ships that ſhall come to this Port, ſhall drive away 
whatſoever Merchant-ſhips they find there, and ſeize 
their Goods. For the only thing we are wanting in, 
and in need of aſſiſtance , # this buſineſs of the Mery- 
chants. Thus we have given you the full of our deſires 
in what we have written. And let God accompliſh all 
your deſires. Farewel.

The Superſcription, 


To the Chief of the Nobles, Lord and Governour of 
Tanger, the Earl Tiveot, whom God preſerve. 


The Earl divided himſelf between the Afﬀairs of 
the Town and Camp, acting in the one a Judge, in the 
other a Captain. Every day brought him from Gay- 
land a Preſent or an Ambuſh; and amidlt the little 
Truces,he (till made himſelf fitter for War. There ap- 
peared betwixt him and Gayland 2 ſort of Amicable 
Hoſtility 3 and it was ealie to conjeCture,that nothing 
but the want of a handſome reſerve of Honour , kept 
them from contraCting a Friendſhip. And though the 
ſtripes both each day received , prepared them more 
and more for a complyance, yet that which haſtned 
Gayland thereunto, was the Earls ſucceſs on July the 
16th, which was thus : 

The Earl having at the utmoſt. Lzzes placed a (St. 
Malo's) Guard of Dogs; upon Wedneſday about two 
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a clock in the morning, July 15. 1663. they diſcove- 
red an Ambulh of the Enemies Horſe. Upon notice 
whereof, all the Troopers were ordered to Mount : 
Eight of which the Earl commanded to ride directly 
to the place of Ambuſh 3 himſelf with the reſt being 
cloſe by to ſuccour rhem. But it ſo happened, that 
the Moors finding themſelves diſcovered, were already 
upon the march , and. with an axdannted reſolution 
Charged the Ear]. The Engagement was very ſharp ; 
and had doubtleſs proved very bloody , if both ſides 
had not willingly parted upon the appearance of the 
Moreſco Foot who alarm'd with the. noife of this 
Combate , came down in great Numbers from the 
Neighbouring Hills, Upon this the Earl Retreated,and 
12 all haſt Man'd the five Forts he had erected, furni- 
ſhing them with Proviſions; and commanded the 
Horſe to Embody within the Lines, and to be ready to 
\uccour the Forts in«caſe they ſhould be Attackt. 

The Enemy preſently poſted themſelves. Thoſe that 
came againſt the upper Caſtle, having the advantage 
of a Welterlywiand, ſt the graſs on fire, already ſcorcht 
with the Sun ; the (moak of which , ſeconded with a 
Miſt from the Sea, hindred the piaying of our Great- 
guns; and gave the Moors opportunity to advance un- 
(cen, within Musket ſhot of the Walls. But the wind 
changing to the Eaſt, gave us the advantage it kad 
piven the Moors, The Enemy as they were wont, fix- 
ed ſeveral of their Colours upon our Lines, which they 
were ſoon forced to fetch off. About (ix at night their 
whole Army drew off, and after a Conſultation of the 
chiet Offiters, Gaylund inſtantly (cat his Treaſurer with 
a White B1ndro), offering terms of Peace, The Treaſu- 
rer having (according to their manner) in very few 
words delivered his Me//age, preſently returged, pro- 
miltag 
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miſing to come _ next morning 3 which he accor- 
dingly did-, and brought. with him a Letter of great 
Courtſhip, wherein Gay/and magnified bis happineſs, 
in that he hoped to have a friendſhip with ſo bravean 
Enemy. A 

A perſonal Interview was concluded to be betwixt 
Gayland and the Earl; only the place was diſputed. 
Gayland profierd to come into the Town: but to 
out-do that bravery, the Earl refolved to Treat with 
him in the Head of his Army. Which contrary to the 
Sentiments of his Officers, he did that afternoon. And 
a Tent being pitche : without; the Lines, and furmiſhe 
with rich Ghairs and _ Gayland drew up his 
Army about itz 'and the Earl attended with Twenty 
of his Guards in rich Coats, rode thither to meet him. 
When he came to the Tent, - Gay/ards Brother was 
there ready to receive him : /after came Ggyland-with 
his chief Officers. And-bejag now met, (without any 
Ceremony) they inſtantly fell upoga Propoſals of Peace, 
which Gay/and promiſed (ſhould be effefted by-the A- 
gents he would ſend the next day. The Enterview 
was concluded - with a Banquet, and all parted with 
great- ſatisfaction. 

The next morning according to Gaylards promiſe, 
Commiſſioners came with full powers to condfude a 
Peaca, On July 21. the Articles of Peace were (ign'd 
by the Earl, who ſent 'Commiſſtonersto have the ſame 
done by Gayland at. Arzila. The Commiſſioners re» 


turn'd Ju{y:23 ; and. on the '26th,after a general Muſter, 


1a the Evening the ſeveral Companies took up their-u- 
ſual Poſts z and with Small-ſhot and great Guns, the 
Earl commanded to ſalxte the Peace: which was alſo 
dane by the Frigats 19-the' Bay, - Gay/ard allo the ſame 
aight-cawed Bonfires to te made 'apon the more:emi- 
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nent Hills round about. And now nothing appear'd 
but marks of ſatisfa&ion and friendſhip.. Gaziardand 
the Earl continually complemented one agother with 
| Letters and Preſents; and affairs were fo wiſely ma- 
nag'd, that the Bagliſh and Moors ſeem'd to differ in 
nothing but Religion. 

Afairs being now reduced to that condition,which 
but a few days before could ſcarce have been hop'd for , 
the Earl prepared to ſee England. *But by reaſon of 
ſome intervening buſineſs, he put off his journey uatil 
Anguſt the 27.1663. On which day he went aboard 
the Foreſight, which weigh'd Anchor the next Morning. 
But ere I proceed ia the Narrative of the Earl, I muſt 
not omit to tell you, that betwixt the concluſion of 
the Peace, and his going to England, he took all op- 
portunities to careſs the Moors 3/ giving leave alſo to 
ſeveral Genzlemen of the Garriſon to vitit the Country 
under Gaylands Segaro, By which means he became 
the better acquainted with many things tending to the 
Intereſt of his Government. | He alſo in the mterim 
ſent a Preſent'to the Sheck of Anjerab,who received it 
with great ſatisfaction, as the following Letter demon- 
ſtrates, writ to the Earl in Arabiquezand being firſt made 
Spanſo, 1s here Engliſhed.

This 8hat was Father toone of Gaylan's Wives, nu- 
merous in'Alliances, and reported to be an Andaluſian, 
or of the Race of the Moors baniſht Spaiz. He hath 
hereditary to his Family the Command of Azjerz, 
which'is a large Cavila adjoyning unto Tanger. 

At the ſame time the Governours of Titzaz made 
their Congratulations alſo, declaring their great fatiſ- 
fation 1a the Peace, as appears by the enſuing Lines , 
rendered out of Spaniſh.

E know not how to ſignifie to your Excellency 

the content we received from your Excellencies 
Expreſs, but by affirming to your Excellency that our 
Joy was doubled,to have your Excellency for our friend, 
and that upon all occaſions both in word and deed, we 
will ſerve your Excellency : which ſhall be found true 
a5 occaſtons ſhall offer , according to your Excellencies 
pleaſure; and we aſſure you , that if your Excellency 
adviſe us in any thing of your pleaſure , 'we will do it 
willingly, lovingly, and: friendly.

We here by our Seals bind ourſelves to maintain and 
preſerve Peace and Friendſhip with all the Subje&s of 
the King of Great Britain, without any contradiGion.

But erel proceed , give me leave to acquaint you 
with the Earls fingular carefulneſs to carry an equal 
hand in all Controverſies that happened betwixt the 
Chriſtians and thoſe Jews that were reſiding upon the 
place, He wasno ſtranger to the ill nature of the later, 
and how it was their Intereſt to favour the concerns of 
the Moors : as being (the moſt of them) born among(t 
them, and greatly ſympathized in their Cuſtoms. Be- 
ſides, many of them were only come to Tanger to Trade, 
having left their Wives-and Children in the Moors Do- 
minions, But beſides that, both by Nature and Reli- 
gion,he was inclined to'an Impartial Juſtice ; he knew 
that todp otherwiſe, would ſoon open the Mouth of 
a clamarovtts Jew, loudly totraduce him to the Moors. 
And thereby inſtil an ill opinion both of his Perſon and 
Religion. 

His ſecond care was to remove from the Moors: all 
ſuſpicion of atiy intended Invaſion of theie Country , 
with which they. feem'd ſturdily poſſeſſed, _ To this 
end, 
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end;he let them plainly and ſincerely know, That the 
King his Maſter had mot fent him to.Conguer,but to Rext 
their Land: That the chief deſign of his beiag ſeat thi- 
ther, was not to make War,but to ſettle a Peace : and to 
promote ſuch a friendly and fafe. Traffique, as might 
conduce tothe advantage of bath. By which Decla- 
ration, ſeconded'with Practice, the Earl attain'd to 
ſach an eſteem with the Moors, that they would name 
him with a ſort of Veneration. And underſtanding 
that he was one grown old in Military Attempts, they 
concluded that he was a perſon deſtined for great At. 
chievements z and that his very Reputation Pugtit in 

his Souldiers. Upon his going for Ergland, I heard 

the Tlluſtrifſimo's of Tet#ar paſlionately wiſh his ſpeedy 

and ſafe return to Barbary. Which was alſo deſired by 

Gayland, as you may colled from the following Letter 

ſeat by himto the King. 


Sacred Royal Sir, - 
Hz Excellency the Earl of Teviot having ſignified 


anto me his intended Voyage into your Kingdoms , 
T could do no leſs than accompany him with my Letters, 
and to ſignifieunto your Majeſty the Peace he has cons» 
cluded with me in your Name. 

T have found his Excellency ſo valient a perſon, and 
of ſo Noble a Breaſt , that T could not but anſwer hing 
with my beſd ReſpeFs. Tnow give your Majeſty to un- 
derſfiand, that T ame ready to grant your deſires in all 
things that ſhall offer for your ſervice. That this was 
not done before, muſt be imputea to the want of a capas 
ble ſubjeF. 

T hope through the favour of God., that the Peace 
we have made will bring conſiderable advantages to 

your

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your Majeſties Affairs in theſe parti. IT doubt not but 


his Excellency will receive ample Rewards for bis well- 
doing. - | 

If any art of our Dominions will yield ought that 
may be uſeſul to your Majeſties Service, ſend and com- 
mand, for it is at your diſpoſal. And it ſhall be one 
of the greateſt happineſſes TI can offer, to give you to un+ 
derſiand our delight therein. God grant your Majeſty 
large ſelicities, and preſerve you. Arzila,Sept.10.1663, 


The Earl being arrived in E-g/and, he was by im- 
portant concerns of his own, invited to take a Journey 
into Scotland, his Native S$0jil; which journey,as eve. 
ry thing elſe, he performed with ſo great celerity, that 
he return'd to Te»ger on the 14th of the following 


. Month , which was preciſely eight days before the ex- 


piration of the Peace, The ſame Evening that he 
Landed, he removed not from the Water-fide at Tar- 
ger, till the Horſes -brought for Recruits were boated 
aſhore, 

The next day he ſaluted Geyland by Letter,who up- 
on the-receipt thereof, ſent a Propio to congratulate 
the-Earls fate arrival , and to let him know, how that 
out of -Civility and favour 'to 4imr, he had granted the 
Lieutetnant-Governour a continuation of the Peace for 
two Months , without any variation of the firſt Ar- 
ticles, 

The Earl return'd Gay/and thanks ; but withal aſ- 
ſured him, 'Thut it was not- in his power to prolong the 
Peace beyond the firſt conclyſion , unleſs he was: per- 
mitted to Fortifie , as he was ordered by his Maſter. 
But that in honour to the Lieutenant-Governours A+ 
greement,and toſhow his reſpect to Gay/and,he would 
make. good every particular of the Articles that were 
tor the Moors advaatage, Gay» 
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Gayland hereupon askt (and was-granted) fifteen 
days ſpace to. conſult with his Grandees, and gavethe 
Earl to underftand, that during that time he might fol- 
low his Fortifications without interraption. | 

Jar. 23. Gayland ſent in his Secretary to let the Earl 
know, that if he would havethe Peace prolong'd,they 
were to come to New Articles. The Secretary was a 
Spaniſh Renegado, of a bold, nat to ſay infolent dil- 
courſe. He ſpoke highly in his Maſters behalf, and in 
a braving Language Hector'd the Earl ſo loudly with 
Gaylands Greatneſs and Puiſſance, that he was forced 
at laſt to bid him tell his Mighty Maſter, that if he 
came within his Lines, he would ſend him to. beg par» 
don for his Treſpaſs of the King of Great Britain. 

The fifteen days granted Gay/and for Conſultation 
being ended, he ſent a Son of the Sheck of Arjera to 
confer with the Earl, who told him,' the Mabymedan 
Law forbad them to ſuffer the Chriſtian to ereft, Forti= 
fications in their Country ; and that if the Exrl would 
not defiſt from that work , he was not to expect any 
longer continuance of the Peace, To.which Meſlage 
the Earl made no other reply,but that the Sword ſhould 
decide whether Mahumeds Law or his Maſters Or- 
ders were more powertul : That he would neither take 
nor give Quarter : That he would obſerve every tittle 
of the Articles, and fo lay the breach of Peace at Gay- 
lands door., And ſo the War was declared by beat of 
drum through the ſtreets, 

The next day the Earl ſet upon Building of Fort- 
Charles , on:the Hill next the Upper-Caſtle 3. whoſe 
ſcituation was advantageous, not only to ſecure a con- 
{iderable quantity of ground for the ſervice of the Gar- 
riſon , but alſo to diſcover the Enemy at a great di- 
ſtance. Andithe had lived to-compleat what he there 
deſigned, 
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deſigned;1 believe no Force: would have overcome it, 
butthat of a Famine. ' He had ſcarce finiſhed'ane hatf 
Baſtion ;j- when onthe laſt of. February 1663,'Gayland 
with his whole Army came againſt it : the Fight laſted 
two days; inall which time the Trenches were fo well 
contrived, that we loſt but. one man. Oa the ſecond 
days Combat, Gay/and commanded his Standard to be 
fixed in the very Mouth of the Fort,” and even dared 
the Earlto touch it. And the greateſt part of theday 
being ſpent in pelting at one another , in the Evenin 
the Earl eemmanded a Squadron of Horſe to fetch 6 
the flanting Standard 3 whohaving bravely done it,it 
was ſet up upon the halt-Baſtion: which was no ſooner 
perceived by the Moors , burthey immediately marcht 
off, ſeeming much perplexed at this diſgrace, 
Afterithis the Moors appeared no more, but in ſmal- 
ler Parties. On March 13, the Ear] with his Troops had 
a ſevere Encounter with fome of their beſt Cavalry,and 
was hard put to it to come off with Honour. On 
March-27, 1664. he counter-ambulhe a ſtrong Party 
of Horſe , which was ſeconded with a Referve of 
Foot. After a-ſhort diſpute the Moors rav, and were 
purſued .by 'the Earl, until-the Woods and Rocks 
compelled him- to defilt,” . Two of their {lain were 
brought off, one of which had ſeveral things about 
him that ſpake him-to be a Perſoz of Condition, This 
happened upon a Sunday :-L, A. Chaplain to the Gar- 
riſon having read Prayers, and preacht'in the Generals 
Tent, (which was never omitted) theEarb commanded 
the two dead Bodies of the Moors tobe decently waſher, 
and ſhrouded ; and ſo laying them ontwo Biers, ſent 
them with a White Flag to their Friends. The Earl on 
Horſeback, and the Troopers is Military Order, atten- 
ded the ſaid Gorps tothe very Margent of the ground 
that 
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that was granted him by Gayland in the time of the 
Peace, where the Moors with a White Band-roll recei- 
ved them. They expreſſed great tokens of their thank- 
fulneſs for this Humanity 3 by which the Earl (as he 
deſigned) greatly upbraided that barbarous Butchery 
exerciſed by the Moors upon the Bodies of thoſe un- 
happy Engliſh that fell into their hands. 

Theſe Succefles of the Earl much abated the Moors 
frequency and Reſoluteneſs in Ambuſcades 3 but had no 
other influence upon him, ſave the encouraging of his 
Cares, which yet for all this were very much daſht, by 
a want of Materials to carry on the intended Horn- 
work, &c. The ſnarling old Duke of Medina Celi, 
angry at, and envying the Earls proceedings, denyed 
him Pratique in S$p4iz, as to the things he moſt need- 
ed; which conſtrained him to ſend to Port»galfor Lime, 
cc. and though it was there to be had, yet the di: 
ſtance was ſo great and hazardous, that it was very 
difficult to fetch it. But if he had been ſufficiently 
furniſhed with Materials to carry on the Fortifications, 
ina few Months he would have made Tanger ſtrong e- 
nough to defie the Force and Cunning of the Moors. And 
beſides that this lack of Lime, ec. hindered the work, 
it aſagave occaſion to the Earl to venture too much 
abroad, and put him upon that fatal Aftion of Afay the 
fourth, 1664, the thorfghts of which are ſo unplea- 
ſant, that you muſt pardon me, if I totally paſs it over 
in ſilence. 

Thus you receive what you have ſo often requeſted); 
and what I have writ,is only an innnocent Narrative of 
the more remarkable paſſages betwixt Gayland and the 
Earl of Tiveot. They all hapned in the ſpace of fix” 
Months, the Earl being little longer Reſident in Tar- 
ger. And if we may divine by what he did in ſo ſhort 
E a

a ſpace, what he would have done had he lived z we 


_ may ſafely conclude , he would have made Targer as 


famous an Engliſh Colony , as it was once a Roman. 
But all was cruſht in his anfortunate death, And 
while I refle& upon that ſggnal cantionſneſs he uſed in 
all other Adventures, I cannot but wonder by what 
Star he was led to that which was his laſt. 

Having now given you a ſhort Account of the Anti- + 
quity of Tanger, and of what hapned there upon its 
firſt becoming Ergliſh , I leave you to your own De- 
duFions. And ſhall trouble you no further, than 
with an intimation of the Earl of Tiveots Opinion of 
the Town, Fortification,and Mole, | 

As to the firſt, he thought its Scituation fo healthy 
and pleaſant tolive in, and ſo advantagious either to 
annoy or protect all Trafhque into the Mediterranean, 
that he wondered it had ſo long continued in the lazy 
poſſeſiton of the Portuguezes,, and that neither Ex- 
rope nor Africk (hoald attempt its Conquelt, 

But though he much admired the Scituation of the 
place, yet he greatly diſliked its Strength : and in 
the condition he found it, he thought it altogether un. 
defenſible. For notwithſtanding that the Mole, when 
come to perfection , would ſecure it on that ſide next 
the Seazyet that fide of the Town next the Land, he ſaw 
to ſtand in bleeding need of Fortifhicationz on which 
he was ſo intent, that he ſeemed deaf to all things be- 
fides. That we call C4arles-Fort, he intended, it poſl- 
ſible, to make impregnable z and to erect another Fort 
over againſt jt , to agree with it 1n Strength, and to 
Communicate. , Pole-Fort he alſo deſigned tg be made 
as ſtrong as the other; becauſe it looks into and Com- 
mands the Town. He likewiſe had begun a Bulwark 
on that part of the Town next the Sand- hills , _— 
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if finiſht, would have commanded both thern and the 
Strand towards old Tingis , and have alſo guarded the 
watering place tor the Ships, As to ſmaller Fotts up- 
on the Ont-lines, (of which he had built ſome, and 
intended more) though he never thought they would 
be able long to withltand an Enemy ,* yet he fore-ſaw 
they would ſerve a while tv divert him. 

As to the Great and Magnificent Enterprize of the 
Mole, he judicioully approved. it : yet ſaw it would 
be loaden with difficulties , continually ſubje& to diſ- 
eſters, and that it would cxliauſt a vaſt Excheguer. 
He was not very forward to have the Mole begun, till 
the Town was ſo well Fortified , as that it might bid 
defiance not only to the Moor, but every other, Ene- 
my. For he knew the world would grow very jea= 
lous of ſo great and important a work, And what 
Prince (fave our own , whom God preſerve) would 
not labour to have it diſappointed , to prevent that 
powerful i»fixexce which it was like to have upon the 
moſt advantageous Trade in the World ?_ &c. _ 

Forgive me, Sir, if ſenſe of growing tedious renders 
me abruptz And that my love to Tanger makes tne 
| ſhutup all in this humble requeſt,viz. That you would 
improve your Poſt tor the preſervation thereof. Which 
I ſhall not deſpair of , when I fee a ſecond - Tiveot 
ſeat to remove. all the Scruples of that naturally 
jealous people, the Moors; by afluring them how His 
Majelty intends nothing but a jult, friendly, and laſt- 
ing Commerce : and that he is ſo far fromtaking irom 
ther any parcel of their Fields by violence, that he is 
ready to give them ſatisfaQion for ſo'mary Acres as may 
ſuffice the Conveniencies of his City and Garriſon of 
Tanger, and inable him to compleat the Mole, and fui- 
table Fortifications, &-c. 
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
